Mayor Miller anncunced that the specisl meeting had been called by him-at
the request of various citizens of Austin who had asked thet the action of the
City Council in passing a preliminary canvass of the bond election returns earlie
in the day be rescinded. These citizens, the Mayor explained, had requested that
the action be rescinded so as to allow more time for consideration of the entire
question tefore final and official caunvass of the election returns should be made
at the mext regular meeting of the City Counoil.

Council in cenvassing the returns of the special election of May 7, 1946, and de-
claration of the results thereof be in all respects recinded and revoked., The
motion prevailed by the following vote:
